Heated outdoor swimming pool, 
licensed bar, dance floor and entertainment every night. Snacks and drinks available all day.

His main interests were the 
Bar Hill bowling club, and of course the Royal British Legion, and I am sure that, 
knowing what great company he was they will miss him sadly. Being a born and 
bred Northampton man he volunteered at the outbreak of war for the RAF and 
served as an air-gunner ; if you recall the very old kites that were used in the first 
bombing raids, he certainly did experience a very rough time. Our sincerest condolences to his daughter 
Jackie, Bob and his two grandchildren at this tragic loss. 

Jack always had a smile on his face and that's how we should remember him.
